The Board of Appeals, after a 
year of study, has adopted regu- 
lations relative to the order of 
business, in its hearings, and al- 
So of materials that must be sub- 
mitted, before a case will be 
heard, 

The board now requires that 
two plans be submitted of any 
land that is under consideration, 
-the plans to be the latest recorded, 
or else bearing the stamp of a 
Regist eyor or Engineer. 


In cases where land is proposed 
to be divided, two plans must be 
Submitted showing the proposed 
action, 

In cases where the action pro- 
posed involves a building the board 
now requires building plans, and 
the same regulation is in effect 
relative to sign appeals, All must 
be drawn to scale, and show cor- 
rect dimensions, 

On all plans the names of abut- 
ting land owners must be shown.

FOILING TAX CONSCIOUS VOTERS tea, aad the Board of Selectaon. 


In retrospect, that portion of the Town 
Meeting which was held last Saturday was 
composed in large part of people who were 
sick of the Pie in the Sky promises of the 
past few years, and wanted to see some tax- 
Producing property in town. 

They were foiled by a lack of positive 
thinking on the part of the Board of Select- 
men, a Moderator who needed only a cigar and 
a mustache to be called Groucho, and by pet- 
ty arguments that wasted the entire after- 
noon and a good part of the evening. 

The tax-conscious voters finally had to 
go home, because of baby-sitter problems etc. 

But there was no doubt as to their inten- 
tions. They voted for two zoning articles on 
Lowell Street because there would be taxes. 
The Planning Board had voted against them 
because that board had felt there was need 
for a professional study of the area, but 
the voters just didn't give a hoot. 

Mr. Lucci and Mr. Elia promised tax money. 
That was enough. Had the Wilmington Develop- 
ment Article, and the Kilmarnock Street ar- 
ticle been on the floor at about 8 pm they 
would have been voted through just as de- 
cisevely. 

The fact that the Planning Board have ap- 
proved of the Wilmington Development article 
means that jt can come up again, and probably 
will in a few months, when it, becomes neces- 


sary to again vote for the Woburn Street 
school. 


So there is still some hope that the town 
will see some industry come in, to defeat 
the ever increasing taxes. 

Our Finance Committee should have taken a 
cue from old Herb Barrows. That -gentleman 
used to speak for a few moments at the begin- 
ning of the town meetings, and tell the vo- 
ters a few cold-turkey facts. 

As it was one member did stand up, in the 
latter part of the meeting, but by that time 
it was too late. 


THE COST OF THE ANDOVER DUMP 


For a few seconds last Saturday Wilming- 
ton was without a public dump. Responding 
to an emotional appeal voters of Wilmington 
turned down the requested $22,000 appropri- 
ation for the town dump. 

The voters were told that Andover con- 
ducts its dump for the sum of $5000, and 
the speaker emphasized this by walking over 
to the Finance Committee and displaying 
briefly some figures. 

The $22,000 figure, prepared by the Wil- 
mington Board of qealth, was the lowest pos- 
sible for a land fill operation on a site 
approved by the Board of Health. 


Andover's cost is about $26,400 a year, 
and this for a part "burning" dump, on town 
owned land. $12,000 is appropriated annual- 
ly for gravel, $8400 for salaries, and that 
town has a piece of equipment used in the 
town dump that costs $28,000, which, spread 
over 5 years is nearly $6,000 a year. 


THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Little noticed in the ordinary government 
of a municipality is the Board of Appeals, 
except when a town has a poor one. 

A poor Board of Appeals could play hob 
with any town or city - poor decisions would 
in many instances be ruinous. 

The Wilmington Board of Appeals, now for 
the second year running, has rendered a very 
fine and intelligent report on their work, 
in the annual town report. 

They h- ve numbered each case, they have 
listed the members who sat on the cases, and 
they have given their decisions, all in very 
few words. 

The members are to be commended,

Wilmington from which Asa Sheldon, 130 years 
ago, sold cedars to Finland, a feat akin to 
the sending of coals to Newcastle. 

The road was cut across an edge of the 
swamp, over 20 years ago, and houses were 
built on both ends, which are high and ary.

In the past few years builders have used 
the intervening lots of land, which are not 
under the jurisdiction of the Planning Board 
because they are large enough, and on a road 
that was in existance before 1955. 

It might seem that the Building Inspector 
and the Public qealth Officer are at fault, | 


but these officers: are persons of the highest 
integrity, and diligent in their duties. 

It does seem that after the homes were 
built the town, in an act of mercy, ptit some 
gravel on the street, and this gravel is 
now a dam, and causes the water to flood in 
to some of the cellars. Most of the gravel 
just sank down into the mud, too. 

The reader, by this time, can guess that 
the people of Cedar Crest Road are unhappy. 
More than that, they cannot agree on how to 
be unhappy. 

To construct the street by Betterments 
would cost $1050 per home, of which about 
$300 would be for drainage. 

Those who live on the dry ends cannot see 
why they should have to pay for a road by 
the new homes. 

Those who live in the middle are almost 
in tears. Their road is impassable 5 or 6 
weeks a year. 

The Selectmen just duck the issue - they 
won't take a stand. 


Perhaps the town should provide duck- 
boards for the inhabitants of Cedar Crest 
(Swamp) Road. 


"PICKING THE BRAINS" 


In Monday night's Town Meeting the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen defended a 
certain rural area of Wilmington, saying in 
effect that it must be preserved in order 
that the town be in a position to induce the 
building of the more expensive type of homes 
in which corporation executives might want 
to live. 

The town, Mr.’ Brooks said, needed to "pick| 
their brains", i.e. get this type of person 
to serve on the various boards in town. 

Mr. Brooks had a wonderful idea but he 
should have been thinking that way a few 
years ago, when his "Finest Town Manager" in 
a secretive move had the finest residential 
section of Wilmington rezoned to [ndustrial.”

THE COST OF THE ANDOVER DUMP 


For a few seconds last Saturday Wilming- 
ton was without a public dump. Responding 
to an emotional appeal voters of Wilmington 
turned down the requested $22,000 appropri- 
ation for the town dump. 

The voters were told that Andover con- 
ducts its dump for the sum of $5000, and 
the speaker emphasized this by walking over 
to the Finance Committee and displaying 
briefly some figures. 

The $22,000 figure, prepared by the Wil- 
mington Board of qealth, was the lowest pos- 
sible for a land fill operation on a site 
approved by the Board of Health.

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In the past few years builders have used 
the intervening lots of land, which are not 
under the jurisdiction of the Planning Board 
because they are large enough, and on a road 
that was in existance before 1955. 

It might seem that the Building Inspector 
and the Public qealth Officer are at fault, | 


but these officers are persons of the highest 
integrity, and diligent in their duties. 

It does seem that after the homes were 
built the town, in an act of mercy, put some 
gravel on the street, and this gravel is 
now a dam, and causes the water to flood in 
to some of the cellars. Most of the gravel 
just sank down into the mud, too. 

The reader, by this time, can guess that 


the people of Cedar Crest Road are unhappy. 
More than that, they cannot agree on how to 
be unhappy. 


To construct the street by Betterments 
would cost $1050 per home, of which about 
$300 would be for drainage. 

Those who live on the dry ends cannot see 
why they should have to pay for a road by 
the new homes. 

Those who live in the middle are almost 
in tears. Their road is impassable 5 or 6 
weeks a years 


The Selectmen just duck the issue - they 
won't take a stand. 

Perhaps the town should provide duck- 
boards for the inhabitants of Cedar Crest 
(Swamp) Road. 


"PICKING THE BRAINS" 


In Monday night's Town Meeting the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen defended a 
certain rural area of Wilmington, saying in 
effect that it must be preserved in order 
that the town be in a position to induce the 
building of the more expensive type of homes 
in which corporation executives might want 
to live.

This program is trying 
(and having considerable difficulty, 


it is true) to eliminate many ofthe 
factors upon which Communism 
feeds, such as poverty, the lack of 


land reform, education facilities, 
and opportunities for work. Surely 
as long as Communism holds more 
hope out to suffering peoples than 
our way of life can offer, force is 
not the answer; perhaps atempor- 
ary necessity but not a solution, 

It is important then that we try 
to understand as well as we canthe 
Froblems of these countries and 
what has led them to their present 
Situations. It may well be that some 
sort of action as advocated by the 
committee is indicated, but it is 
important that alternatives be con- 
sidered and the effects of any ac- 
tions taken both for the immediate 
future and over the long run be 
thought out, We must not be stamp- 
eded by our emotions, but rather 
think clearly and carefully; for 
surely the other side’s reasoning 
is thorough.
